passed by the reichstag by a majority 
ol lb, the vote standing 201 in favor of 
the measure to 185 against it. After 
tie bill had finally been adopted the 
reichstag wus declared closed. 


The opposition organs contend that 


the majority of 10 in favor of tho bill 
is not largo enough to causa the govern- 
ment to exult, especially as it was won 
by the chancellor giving pledges to the 
agrarians and anti-Semites that will 
certainly give him trouble to fulfill.

The em- 
peror IB delighted with the passage of 
the bill, nnd rumor has it that he will 
confer upon Chancellor Caprivi the dirz- 
mty of a prince.

The 
debt coutracUd by die United States dur- 
ing 1 he civil war will he completely eictin- 
gui&'ietl before tlio end of I be century, whilo 
the total debt ot European countries is 
reckoned to amount, to the formidable 
flgmeof lS6millmrilsof francs. The United 
Stats muintaiu au army of only 21,000 
meii'-about tho number included in a sin- 
gle one of our army corps. In Europe fihero 
are 3,31X1,000 men kept in military service 
ill time of peace, and it ia easy to recognize 
what, a loss iu their productive capacity la 
cansid to European states annually. 


It mast bs borno in mind that the men 


thus takeu away from peaceful work aro 
all at the maximum of their strength autl 
at tbo age when a man's character is 
fomied. The lossi resulting from such a 
stale, of things is frightful, when considered 
as a factor in the industrial struggle against 
the United States. It would be sheer blind- 
ness not to see that in these conditions the 
prog-esMve and rapid development of tho 
United Suites menaces Europo "with sueb a 
cc.mjietitiou thnt the time will surely come 
who i the axis of industrial power, of hu- 
man ictivity and of political influence will 
beehvnged to the advantage of tho new 
world.
